A very representatives audience as- 
sembled at the High School last Fri- 
da: evening to hear Mr and Mis 
apnabaker of Calgary discuss the 
moi'ts of the Home ave Schocl Ar: 
sociation. 


There were about 35 present, with 
Principal Crowther acting as Cnhair- 


man. 

Mr Pannabaker stated the value of 
the H. & S. for teachers, parents and 
pupils, and emphasized that the prim- 
ary purpose is the deyelopment of 
boys and girls. 

The H. & S. should be a _ driving 
force in the community in respect to 
boys and girls. The H. & S. should 
know what are the educational feat- 
ures outside of school, what the con- 
ditions for recreation, and social im- 
provement, 

The H. & S. is not a means to get 
supplies for the school. 

It is not a L, A. to the Principal. 

It is not a place where parents may 
bring their indivilual grievances and 
air them. This should always be done 
privately, 

The principle is much broader. 

It should be a means of study of all 
factors which make for child devel- 
opment. And for what values for the 
school staff, and the chief value is 
increased under co-operation between 
Teacher, Parent and Pupil. 

Johnny is deserving of more inter- 
est than just the teaching of so much 
arithmetic, etc. because he is a grow- 
ing individual. 

In a properly functioning associa- 
tion there will develop in the commun- 
ity as a whole a live interest for gen 
eral development. 

The speaker gave as a pretty sound 
definition of education the answer he 
once received from a boy. 

“To read the signs at the 
roads and know the way to go.” 

Mrs Pannabaker who is actively as- 
sociated wit hthe H. & S._ organiza- 
tion, gave the purpose and mechani- 
cal set up. 

There are today 50 affiliated assoc- 
iations in Alberta. The organization 
consists of the Local, Provincial, Can- 
adian and International. 

In 1927 the H. & S. Association met 
in Toronto with 32 countries repre- 
sented and at that gathering the Can- 
adian as well as International Groups 
were organized.

TEMPORARY GRAIN 
BINS MADE WITH 
SNOW FENCE 


As a practical and low cost solution 
to the problem of storing grain during 
the present emergency, a _ granary 
made of snow fence and tar paper is 
suggested. Many farmers have alread- 
y constructed this type of bin, which 
can be put up in a very short time and 
after the need forthis emergency stor- 
age has passed there is very good sal- 
vage value, 

The bin is made by arranging 50 feet 
of snow fence ina circle and lining 
the sides and bottom with tar paper. 
The top is also covered with tar paper 
on Which sheaves or straw may be 
placed, inorder to give a good firm 
covering. The grain should be piled up 
in the center to give good drainage. 
Such a bin will hold approximately 700 
bushels of grain. 

For bins constructed outside, tar pa- 
per not only protects the grain against 
the weather, but also against rats, 
field mice, etc. Tar paper might leave 
a slight taint or odor in wheat. It is 
therefore recommended that in cases 
where wheat is being stored and is to 
be sold later, an inner lining of dry 
building paper should be used. This 
costs very little extra. In the case of 
barley or oats, andin the case of 
wheat, where it is to be used later for 

| feed, this inner lining is not necessary. 
There are two grades of tar paper 
available, as well as dry building pa- 
per, but for the small extra cost of no.

There is really 
nothing to do but read, but did not 
seem a long time before we were over 
Newfoundland. This is the real way to 
see just what the country is like, and 
the plane coming down to about 5,000 
feet, we hada fine wiew of the country

It is a 
country of inlets, bays, lakes and trees 
making a beautiful sight from that 
height. Settlements are few and far 
between. Four and a half hours after 
leaving Montreal, we were’ gently 
down at a huge airport in Newfound- 
land. Here we were given a pass and 


taken to Eastbound Inn for dinner. 
One interesting thing about New- 


foundland is that it seems to be im- 
possible to get anything but tinned 
milk. The airport is so large that 
transportation is necessary to move 
around it very much, so that we really 
did not see much of it. A railway 
train attracted our attention and the 
engine carried a message painted on 
its sides. ‘Britain Delivers the Goods.’ 

After a stop of about four hours, 
the party embarked again, this time 
with only eleven passengers as two 
who left Montreal were bound only 
for Newfoundland, 

We settled as well as we could for 
a long tedious night as the plane 
steadily forged ahead at high speed. 
Looking through the small windows 
we could seea breath-taking vista of a 
tleecy floor of clouds brilliantly illum- 
inated by the moon. The longest night 
comes to an end, and soon after a 
wonderful sunrise, views of Northern 
Ireland could be obtained through 
breaks in the clouds. The views of the 
Irish countryside, which looked like 
an old fashioned patchwork qiult will 


always remain as one of the most 
beautiful sights we have ever seen, 
Soon we approached our destination 


and the pilot set the huge plane down 
with hardly a tremor. 

Our formalities with the customs 
and immigration were expedited, and 
| after breakfast that we had not en- 
ough time to finish, we started on the 
train journey to London, a _ journey 
which took longer than the trip from 
America. Everyone has to look after 
| his own baggage these days on the 
English railways, and space on the 
trains is at a premium. The first 
group of our party were forced to 
stand up for hours on this long trip, 
but we were more fortunate in that 
respect, elthough we had nothing to 
} eat all day until late at night at Lon- 
don, 

We have described the trip across 
the Atlantic in some detail, but until 
after our return to Canada, when we 
can write in leisure, only the outline 
of our activities will be given. It has 
been announced that we would have 
four days to rest up after our arrival, 
but we soon wondered just what they 
meant by “rest.’””’ Every moment seem- 
ed to be crowded with some appoint- 
ment. Saturday was taken p with re- 
gistration, and application for ration 
cards, photos for our passes of which 
there were sO Many that Mr Napier 
Moore claimed that he had to buy a 
duffle bag to hold them, 

Just before noon, we had a confer-

ence with the Canadian High Com- 
missioner, Hon. Vincent Massey at 
which he welcomed the editors. In 


the course of this informal discussion 
Mr Massey remarked there were too 
few Canadian resident correspondents 
against 15 Australian and about 200 
American. For lunch we were taken 
to the Canadian Officer’s Club, which 
is near Canada House, and found Mrs 
Vincent Massey behind a counter ser- 
ving the meal. The programme for 
Sunday was a full one. Starting out 
thetwo representatives of the weekly 
press attended early service at St. 
Martinlin-the-fields. Then after a hur- 
ried breakfast, the whole party start- 
ed off in cars to visit a farm which 
had won many medals as_ the _ best 
farm in Berkshire. This will be des- 
cribed in more detail in subsequent 
articles, After a close study of this 
farm, we went on to Maidenhead, on

| FLAX RUST 

Ne less than 135 distinct species of 
fungi causing rust diseases have been 
collected in Manitoba alone. Rust 
diseases are common not only on 
our cereal crops, but on hollyhocks, 
dandelions, roses, goldenrod, spruce 
trees, willows, poplars, snapdragons, 
wild grasses, sunflowers and a wide 
variety of other plants. 

All rust fungi are obligate para- 
sites, That is to say, they can only 
live and reproduce on living plants. 
Some, such as the one causing stem 
rust of wheat, require two different 
host plants to complete their life 
cycles. The stem rust organism 
develops red and black spores on 
wheat and other grasses. The red 
spores multiply and produce new in- 
fections, while the black spores live 
through the winter and germinate in 
the spring. When they germinate, 
they produce small short-lived spores 
which cannot infect wheat, but only 
| the barberry, Infections develop on 
H the barberry and a still different 
! 
\ 


type of spore is produced which can 
infect wheat. We have no barberrys 
in Western Canada, so each spring 
we depend upon spores imported 
from the United States to start our 
epidemics. 

But flax rust is different. When 
the black spores germinate in the 
spring, the tiny spores they produce 
can infect flax directly. Herein lies 
an important moral. Rusted wheat 
straw lying about the field in fall 
and spring is harmless. Rust flax 
straw amd stubble are likely to 
produce a crop of spores which will 
infect nearby flax fields. Go, buen 
all rueted flax straw and plow under 
stubble im the fall if it will not burn, 
Next year sew finx as far away as 
possthle from where fex grew this 
year,
